1 Nemonſtrance, written by Mr. George Lilburne, ot to ſo much 
of it as concernes Thomas Saunders; Eſquire. 
N Dio fo muchof the Remonſtrance of George Litbwrue (Biling bimtelfe Eſquire , though it 


would puzzle a Herald. to make it appeare) as concernes Thomas Saunders, who( being Fa- 
milie Equeftris on both ſides for deſcents not a few, but Genus & proavos & que nos feci- 
mus ipſi vix ea noſtra voco-) may chalenge to the like. I the ſaid I homas affirm and tay,” | hat 
Mr Lilburne hath not dealt with me as a Gentleman, who being by my late einployment tus 
equall,and he by his iterated profeſſions my friend, confirm d again by a late viſit at my hi ule, 
Where _y of my broth he(to borrow an old homely, but true proverb) now piſſeth iii iny 
diſh, and aſperſeth me, (as malicioufly,ſo untruly ) for confederating with Mr Blaxton aud 
Mr Colſten (both whom it is not unknowne he mortally loves) to chat the State of abc ve 
125 one thouſand ꝑgunds. And (to that end) the hand of one Mr. ohn Duncalſe ( faith het ) was 

tountei feited (to chalenge me in perſon, he Maher can nor dares, and therefore D oloſe verſatur in generalibus) to a three- 
handed Certificate, to make the Act valid. But to the particulars (or to ſo much as concernes me) I migat ſay and aniwer, 
as once dr Fohn Salisbury did, to a voluminous and ſcandalous Bill in Sta- chamber, That there was nothing therein to bee 
tound true, ſaving onely his Defendants name. I Cay, it is true, that Mr Lilburne, my ſelfe, and others, ſurveyed the men- 
tioned Lands and Woods of Frank/and. As true that we called (and impaneled too if he pleaſe) a Jury (ſome ot them per- 
haps wiſcr then our ſelves) of 15 men for our Aſſiſtants. But that they with us, ſurveyed the ſame upon Oath, who at any 
one time were never together with us on the ſaid grounds, or examined all Writing and Records concerning the Mannor, 
(as he affirms) is nothing true. And Mr Lilburne forgets that it is the part of Surveyors (of whuch cvery man fo called is 
not capable) to examine Writings and Records, and make Returnes (proper )and not of Jurors, Who arc uſually men of an 
inferiour underſtanding and alloy To Miſtreſſe Blzxrons (as followes in his paper) comming to Mr Lilburn ili her huſ- 
bands name, and that by his means (deſiring his favour) {obſerve oncly his, and that here was a particular applicat. on 
though not a confederacy) that a Right for Howsboor, Free- boot ( he means Fireboot ſurely) mi ght be returned as belong- 
ing to the Mannor of Newton, for which no Evidence or Writing was (for the preſent) produced, and his anſwer there- 
to in the plurall, chat we (meaning the Surveyors) could doe no ſuck unjuſt act. Mr Lilburne may remember, that aches 
were then made, and examinations talen, and that ſome of the Jury did aver they had lately ſeen ſuch a Deed, ad wherof uſe 
and fruit had been made and taken, for many years, to their own knowledge. And | beleeve Mr Lilburne would be loath to 
loſe his rights, becauſe he may (poſſibly ſincttiſt ſe times) have loſt his evidences, And he may further remember, tliat tome bo 
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thei tefuled, for his rigidity in this and ſome other particulars (M Lilburnes old loveto the parties wim it concerned) to ſet 


bis hand to the whole Survey, although lie might not untruly ſay, Hos ego verſiculos feci, tulit alter honores. That Mi- 


ſtreſſe Nlartes gave many upbraid ing ſpeeches to the reſt of the Surveyors, is nothing ſo( there was no cauſe)or to Mr Lil- 
burxe himſelt that I remember. But this I remember, (and bluſhed for his ſake) that he then ſhewed himſelte to bee rather 
the more woman of the two. As to the cheating of the State of above one thouſand pounds by confederacy with Mr Colſton 
and Mr Blexton; With the laſt of whom to my knowledge) I had never exchanged ſyllable til long after the ſaid Survey was 
returned,and till after the re- ſurvey and · the quarrelled defalcations Were likewiſe returned; I ny (and Mr Liiburne knowes 
but wilfully ſuppreſſes it that orders were ſent to the Surveyors, command ing them to make and return whatſoever repri- 
fals were due and iſſuing forth the ſaid.lands, and to make up and return with all ſpced, ſurveysof other lands not formerly 
perfected. And he knowes it will be proved to his face, That he was earneſtly invited by Mr Colſton and my ſelfe, further 
to act in and by the ſime Commiſſion wich us taken, in diſchargeof his duty to the publick, asa Surveyor, which he utterly 
refuſed to do, for very fcate, the Countrey then being full of troubles, and he not daring openly to adventure his fo much 


* (wichourgny rivall ) beloved perſon, As to the Defalcations themſelves,I willingly refer me to the Records, where it will 
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appeare that Mr Lilburne himſelfe was guilty in returning of about 60. l. per annum Eſtates due by two ſeverall patents for 
life, iſſuing forch of the ſaid lands ( wherof one indeed of 42. l. 17. 8. per annum, is his very friends. Others doubtleſſe were 
returned on as ſolid grounds, viæ. the late Biſhops Covenant per Indenture, to allow timber and wood for the repait and up- 
holding of ſeveral Collicrics & Mils during their leaſes. And theſe being all but for ſhort continumce ( though moſt juſtly to 
be allowed will not amount to near the pretended ſumme. For the reſidue, allowed to the repairs of high-wayes, and of 
ſeverall bridges upon two navigable riy-rs, it amounts to 35. I. per annum, Which at 10. years purchaſe is eaſily computed. 
Neither is there ought of this allowed, but upon proofs made by oathes, or cuſtome known to all, And all this upon ſuppoſi- 
tion. v ix. if theſe allowancesare to be made out of Franbland wood(as we know none otherwoods of the late Biſhops now 


remaining and being fic for the ſaid uſes in all that part of the Countrey ) but I referre,as I faid, to the Records themſelves, 


and am confident (and not without good grounds which J ſuppoſe by this time are well known) that Vir Blaxron, though 
the Defalcations be allowed to him, will willingly quit his Contract, & be contented that Mr Ls/bars (hall have the bargain; 
provided he will prove a better chapman for che State. Sce then the confederacy and cheat (by which ſure 1 am, I am no- 
thing enriched ) of above Rcoo. |. and that malice ſeldome, if ever, ſpeakes truth. But my charity compels ince to hope 
(though ſome men doubt) that Mr George Lilburne will in no wiſe cheat the State of greater ſummes, which hee as 2 Se · 
queſtrator (or Farmer to ſequeſtrations by himſelfe ot his inſtruments) is thought to be accompranc for. As to the counter= 
teicing, or putting to Mr. Dencalfes kand to a Certificate, (although it concernes not me who did it not, yet) I ſhall un- 
fold that Riddle allo for truths fake ; It is true that Mr. Dancalſe was not then preſent, but 30. miles diſtant upon other 
buſincſſ of the State, when that Certificate was returned, but that his hand or name was thereto put by the command of one 
of his fellow- ſurveyors, to whom he gave power ſo to doe, that the return might be made valid by having three hands 
thereto ; Mr. Duncalfe hach often ſince averred , and approved of the return made, and hath (L think) lately given under 
his own hand, thereof an atteſtation. But if to ſet his brother-Surveyors hand being abſent, (and not without his conſent) 
roa Survey to make the ſame valid, be a crime, Mr Lilburn hath in his own knowledge (and others too) been ſhamcfully 
abuſed (but I hope no cheat to the State) that hath had his hand and ſeale put to whole Surveyes at which he never was, 
orat the molt and beſt fot a day or two, and that principally, to adorn a And I wiil be bold to averre and prove, that 
Mr. Lilburne hath nat for an 1 20. l. received of the State, done them the fetVice of 40 dayes (I may well abate ten of the 
number) upon all their ſurveyes of Lands or Collicrics, in which latter only, (and not without his own end) he is ſuſpected 
ro have good skill; and good reaſon, for once he was a Cole-filler himſelfe, but now a Cole- owner. But I hope this is not
